Over the proceeding centuries 
political authority in Guadeloupe would change hands several times, due in large part to the lucrative cultivation and sale of sugar on the island. 
The British would capture the island in 1759 after a six-month-long battle as part of the Seven Years’ War. Guadeloupe would soon be returned 
to France as a result of the Treaty of Paris in 1763, in return for France ceding its territorial claims in Canada. In 1810, Guadeloupe was once 
more seized by the British. The British would occupy the island until 1816, even ceding the possession to Sweden for a brief period of 15 months. 
Finally, the Congress of Vienna in 1815 definitively acknowledged French control of Guadeloupe in the wake of the French Revolutionary Wars 
and the Napoleonic Wars. Currently, Guadeloupe is considered an overseas department of France and is part of the Eurozone. The paper is still 
bright with the only distraction a minor foreign substance seen mainly on the back and graded by PMG Very Fine 25 Net.
